Tuberculosis Sanitarium 
Overcomes Obstacles and 
Ministers To Patients 


After meeting; with discouraging 


setbacks and surmounting innumer- 
able obstacles, th* Madison Tubercu- 
losis sanitarium la at last in full 
operation and already it ministar- 
ing to seven patients. 


To recite the history of this in- 


stitution would bo to recitt th* In- 
domitable determination and perse- 
verence of tha officers and directors 
of the Madison 
Anti-Tuberculosis 


League, who with but $2,500 in the 
treasury, set out to meet tha need 
for an institution of this kind. That 
they were enabled finally to achieve 
their purpose was due to the gener- 
osity of Dr. C. H. Vilas, who im- 
pressed by the fight they were mak- 
ing, came to their rescue. As a re- 
sult of his generosity the institution 
now occupies a fully paid for plot 
of ground and has four splendid 
buildings valued at $30,000 end free 
from debt. 


Although it is a charitable insti- 


tution, treatment is not free, but 
at the same time, treatment is fur- 
nished at a rate which is less than 
half that charged. by private sani- 
tariums. At the latter it costs in 
patient from $150 to $200 a month 
for treatment, whereas the Madison 
institution furnishes treatment, in- 
cluding everything, at from $50 to 
$80 a month. • In time it is hoped 
through endowment and other funds 
to give all treatment free, but until 
then the expenses of the institution 
must be met by the patients. Tha 
fee charged represents the actual 
cost of treatment and it is intended 
that hot one cent of profit shall- be 
derived. The only persons on sal- 
ary are the superintendent and her 
immediate staff, the head medical di- 
rector and staff giving- their services 
free. 


The sanitarium is situated on Mo- 


nona drive, near

It stands on the southeast slope of 
a high, wooded hill and has a splen- 
did view of Lake Waubesa. It con- 
sists of an administration building 
of two stories, an infirmary and two

Although it has no endow- 
ment, it gives as good and probab- 
ly a -tittle better treatment than 
the average private sanitarium. It 
can do this at the low price named 
because, unlike the private sanitar- 
ium, there is no invested capital to 
demand interest payments and a 
certain percentage of profit.

expended in the purchasing of food 
and the employment of a first class I 
cook and staff. 
The purest of milt I 


is obtained from an adjacent dairy 
fresh eggs are to be on hand in 
abundance and only the beat quali- 
ties of all foods are bought. The 
board of directors believes that the 
principal factors in bringing a cure 
to patients are plenty of fresh air 
and only the best of foods. There 
is*plenty of the former to be had 
for nothing, so . principal expendi- 
tures are made only for food. 


The institution is under the med- 


ical direction.of Dr. L. R. Head, and 
the superintendent is Miss Virginia 
Hodges, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and the Stevens 
Point Normal school. She is an ex- 
pert dietician and is assisted by two 
graduate nurses.

for the needs of the family for th 
entire season. Any surplus not use 
green may be allowed to dry on th 
vines, picked and stored for winte 
use, 


Lima beans constitute one of th<_ 


most satisfactory crops for growing- 
for winter's use, as the only car 
necessary to save them is to piek 
the ripe pods, dry them thoroughh 
and shell the beans.' In the norther.'

Active fighting operations have halted while each side 


prepares for the next onslaught. It is not improbable that 
the Germans again will attack, either in Picardy or in Fian- 
ders-Artbis, while over every move they make hangs ihe 
menace of the allied reserve army and a counter-offensive. 


Unfavorable weather has settled down upon the r.onh- 


erriS3attlefield, but up to the present the Germans have se- 
lected mist and rain and cold periods as opportune for strik- 
ing, and the lull in their attacks is due more probably to 
their appalling leases, which, in the past ten days, have 
caused such depletions in organizations that offensive tac- 
tics must wait the arrival of new troops. 
The enemy is 


moving up new troops and supplies along the Lys river and 
these are being bombarded heavily by the British. 


Germany probably still has many reserve divisions and 


there is little doubt that her masters will use up the last 
division in their attempts to crush the British or the French. 


. The British have home the brunt of the present campaign, 


which will end its first month today, and their line is still 
unbroken. The enemy has not been able to pierce it and 
roll up the side as he apparently intended. 


Facing them on the western front the Germans find 


British, French, American, Belgian, Portuguese and Italian 
troops. The number is increasing constantly while the 
Germans undoubtedly have used up their veteran divisions 
in the battles of the past month. 


The Germans can not halt now if they would attempt 


to crush the allies while they yet have strength. Field Mar- 
shal Haig's fabian tactics have been more than a match iV 
the strong, head-on rushes of the Germans. In a month of 
the heaviest fighting of the war, the Germans have gained 
nothing the allies could not afford to lose when, at the same 
time, they could inflict" losses more than commensurate with 
the value of the positions sacrificed. 
In fact, the allies now 


are m a better position for an overpowering offensive than 
they were on March 21. . 


In Flanders and in Artois north of Arras the oppo^in^ 


gunners are active, the Germans especially so north of .Mer- 
ville the apex of the northern salient.

people by use of broken glass, pois- 
oned court plaster, poisoned wate.vi 
and other means." 


The department has received num- 


erous complaints of the presence 
of broken glass in food substances, 
but a most thorough investigation 
has failed to establish a single case 
in which glass had been maliciously 
placed therein. The greater numbar 
of the alleged "broken 'glass case;,' 
developed into instances where the.e 
were found present small pieces of 
flint, sand, or other, impurities that
